"It is my purpose," the commission- j ^ 


er goes on, "to detail three of the :<lltt 
skilled herdsmen and 30 trained rein- 
deer to the Yukon region the present 
summer." If this arrangement is car- 
ried out, as instructed, an important 
experiment will be in progress during 
the coming year in the gold mines. 


The plan of the bureau has been to 


arrange a reindeer express connecting 
tcxwus in a line from Bering strait to 
Kadiak island. This arrangement will 
enable business companies in San 
Francisco and other cities to hold com- 
munication with their whaling fleets 
during the winter north of the Arctic 
circle. 


The influx of miners into the Yukon 
is caused a demand for reindeer for 


freig-htinp purposes. In the original 
plan for the purchase and distribution 
of erlndeer reference was 'had to se- 
curing a new food supply for the fam- 
ishing Eskimo of the Bering sea and 
the Arctic ocean region, but it is now 
,'ound tliat reindeer are as essential to 
white men as the Eskimos. 


The traned reindeer travel In a day 


two or three times the distance coverec 
by dog teams, and have 'the advantage 
that they can use the abundant raos's 
as food.

Boots, 
money, boats, gas pipes, impermeable 


ka, toys, bottle*, pipes, floors, doors, 
Unga, architectural ornaments, roof- 
, chimneys and even complete flro- 


reo* honsei are now made of paper, 
{any claim that it will eventually sup- 
lant wood, for it will neither crack 
or warp. It can be triturated, put on- 
er great pressure and subjected to cer- 
ain chemical treatment and will then 
ate a high polish and will resist the ef- 
fct» of fire better than any other ma- 
terial kaown. Paper Is gradually sup- 
ilanting metal in certain lines.

ROtive wheel! have been made of it for 
several years, and even rails for rail- 
oada. The next progressive step will be

genious inventor has devised paper 
hirt bosoms, which can be torn off like 
he pages from a calendar, thus enabling 
be wearer to have a clean shirt front 
as often as he desires. It is only a mat- 
ter of time before cloths, dressing gowns 
ad entire suits of clothes will be made 
rom paper. The soldiers of the Japanese 
army wore paper trousers and jerseys 
luring tbeir famous winter campaign. 


Wood pulp is the most effective snb- 


titnte for rags in the manufacture of 
»per. Nearly every species of wood can 
>e used. Some kinds yield more than 
ithers. More pulp can be got from wil- 
ow and chestnut than from walnut. 
Afferent woods give various qualities 
and effects. 
Aspen will yield a very 


white paper, bnt defective iii solidity, 
and is therefore mixed with fir. This 
alter wood is most generally used. It 
was first imported from the Black forest, 
n Germany. The chief supply is now 
obtained in Norway and Finland, intba 
brm of planks or poles, never exceeding 
8 feet 7 or 8 inches. 


For the last half century the world's 


Mroductiou of paper has increased ten- 
told. In 1850 it was 221,000 metric 
tons. The latest recent estimate was 
5,000,000 metric tons. The European 
manufacturers are suffering from a glut 
in production. The price of paper has 
fallen one-third, while wages have don- 
oled. The European plants are not HO 
progressive as those in this country. 
they depend too much npon manual la- 
bor. In the United States the manufac- 
turers have substituted machinery for 
band work, anil as a result of the de- 
crease in the numbt-r of tiidr employees 
are enabled to pay l-.ifh wages. 


Attention has recently been called to 


the utility of a little known species of 
paper called the boabab, or Aneonia. 
It is made from the wood of tho boabab 
tree, which is a native of west Africa, 
and is known thtre as the "monkey 
bread tree." It is found in Abyssinia, 
Senegal and south of Coyo river. It is 
of low growth and has a very thit'.k 
trnnk. While it rarely attains a height 
of 25 feet, the trunk is usually 20 to 20 
feet in diameter. The branches are pen- 
dulous and bear au edible frait. The in- 
ner hark of this tree is very fibrous. 
It 


is used for making superior wrapper pa- 
pers, which have great tenacity. When 
the inner bark is stripped from the tree, 
a fresh growth supplants that taken 
away, and in a couple of years the tree 
is again in normal condition. The bark 
is peeled off but once in four years. 


The latest addition to the paper in- 


dustry is a sanitary note paper which 
is claimed to be germproof. It has long 
been known that letters frequently 
spread infectious diseases by means of 
the germs that contaminate the paper. 
An English firm has produced a paper 
which is impregnated with an antiseptic 
substance which kills ail germs that 
may come in contact with the paper. If 
this paper proves to be what the proprie- 
tors claim, it is uurluiuly a meritorious 
invention and will become generally 
used by hospitals and during tho rage of 
future epidemics. 


Chinese and Japanese papors hnvo 


long been noted for their quality. It has 
recently been ascertained, however, that 
even finer grades are produced in Korea. 
One eminent authority states that "tho 
Korean paper excels the very best Unit 
is mado in China snd Japan." 
It is 


manufacture;! entirely by manual labor. 
No machinery whatever is employed. 
For the better grades the bark of tbe 
Broussonetia papyrifnra is used. This is 
gathered in the spring of tho year. It is 
placed in water, mixed with wood ash- 
es and is then beaten until it is reduced 
to a thick pclp, which is dipped out in 
good sized ladies and spread out in thin 
sheets upon bamboo frames. A different 
prade of paper is marie from fragments 
of baric, wh^ch are tniddcu under foot 
in a manner similar to that employed iu 
the grape presses iu fiomo countries. 
This process of making tho pulp is very 
tedious, but it possesses tho great merit 
of preserving the fibers iutuct a..'\ not 
breaking them, ns is done when ma- 
chinery is used. The pulp is then rcutn- 
morphOBOd into paper, and tho sheets 
aro .stacked up in pi Ins nix feet high and 
cit into nieces. Then the pi lea of paper 
nro compressed by tho stamping of feet. 
The ronts ni:d needs of a plant called 
tackpanl are added to tho pulp when n 
grade possessing greater tenacity and 
toughness it desired. —Philadelphia Rec- 
ord.

ad valorem in addition to tbe duties

>orted in vessels not of the Unite 
itates, bnt excepting from this dis- 
criminating duty imports brought o 
foreign vessels entitled, "by treat 
or any act of congress," to be en 


ed in the ports ot the Unite 


States on payment of the same du- 
ties a* are paid by goods imported in 
vessels of the United States. Tbit 
lection has been transferred from one 
tariff l»w to another In regular suc- 
cession without change. 


In tbe Dlnglet bill as reported and 


passed the bouse, the section was 
just as it appeared in the Wilson act 
and the McKlnley act and the act of 
1883.

treaty which Great Britain has with 
tbe United States on this subject is 
tbat concluded on July 3,1815, which 
limits the exemption specifically to 
imports in British vessels coming 
from British European territories. 
Basing bis act upon tbe then existing 
laws of tbe United States and Great 
Britain, secretary of the treasury 
Meredith ordered tbe exemption of 
all imports in British vessels, from 
wherever brought, from our discrim- 
inating duty on and after January 1, 
1850. 
But it is claimed that this 


latter exemption is now valueless, 
because the only imports entitled to 
such exemption under the new law 
are tbose provided for by treaty or 
convention. Now the question is, 
Will president McKlnley continue 
that full exemption, or has be the 
legal power to do so? 


Are there any more surprises hid 


away in tbe otber sections of the 
tariff law supposed to have been 
adopted without change from pre- 
ceding acts?—Plain Dealer.

Reference has already been made iu 


*hese columns to the demand of the 
-»ew York bankers for "the retirement 
of all government paper," says the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer. We now ask the read- 
er's attention tc the system of paper 
currency they propose as a substitute. 
It is described by their chief organ and 
oracle, the New York Evening Post, as 
"a safe bank currency under govern- 
ment control." 


Let on examine the general proposi- 


tion of "bank currency." Bank bills or 
uotes are promissory notes of the banks 
aayable ou demand. They are made 
r 


payable io bearer and are therefore ne- 
gotiable without indorsement and can 
be passed from hand to hand. Their 
value ia measured by the confidence the 
public baa iu the integrity, solvency 
and proper management of the bank 
which issues them. Tbe bank bills is- 
sued under the present national bank- 
ing system are all kindly indorsed by 
thn government aud are therefore re- 
deemable at the treasury in case of the 
failure or default of the bank. Abont 
$225,000,000 of these promissory notes 
of tbe national banks, go indorsed, are 
in circulation as currency. Like the 
greenbacks, they are a loan without in- 
terest by the people to the makers of the 
notes. As long as they perform tbt 
money .function the banks which issued 
them are worth just 1220,000,000 more 
than they would be if they were to be 
retired. 


This $325,000,000 did not cost the 


banks anything. 
It only represents 


•what tbe banks owe, not what they 
own. Tho banks loan these notes— 
which they owe—to their customers at 
interest, just as they would loan so 
much money. Nice, quiet game, isn't 
it? If their cotes were not indorsed by 
the government, they would not circu- 
late at all, for the people would not feel 
sure that they would be redeemed on 
demand, or at any other time. 


There were banks of issue before the 


war in nearly all the states, aud so 
many of them failed that they all got a 
bad name. Some of the states indorsee 
the notes of the backs authorized by 
their laws, and to secure tho etato 
against being robbed, as tbe people had 
often been, the banks were required to 
deposit with the state comptroller or 
treasurer state, county or other bonds, 
which the state could sell and apply the 
proceeds to tho redemption of the notes 
of any bank which might fail or de 
fault. 


If the government would refuse tc 


indorse the promissory notts of the na 
tional banks for circulation, they would 
drop oct of sight, and their place couli 
be taken by the notes of thegovernmen 
in a like amount 
Then, instead of th' 


banks loaning out $225,000,000 of thei 
own debt at interest, as if it wer 
money, tho government could use it 
notes to that amount, as if they wer 
money, and it would be that much o 
created wealth in the hands of tha peo 
pie so long as it remained in circnla 
tlon, which •wenId bo perpetually, 
would bo constantly coming in for n 
demptiou and constantly going out t 
pay obligations. 


Can any man of sense explain vrh; 


the government of tho United State 
should indorse th(3 notes of. privat 
banking corporations, as it does, an 
thus give them t!i5 only value they pos 
sess as a circulating medium instead 
putting out its own notes as such circa 
luting medium? 


We can easily explain why the hank 


prefer to circulate $226,000,000 of thri 
own debts as money — solely on th 
credit of tbe government—to haviu 
tbat amount circulated by the govern 
ment instead. It is became they wool 
rather make tbe interest on that nmonn 
than not to make it. But what defeiis 
the ag«Dt8 ol tbe government in con 
gMM and at tbe White Hoone aud th 
trcMviycaa make for aiding in this on

could not be properly cultivated. If 
th«y had been set far enough apart to 
allow four rows of corn between each 
row .of trees, and the trees set one foot 
apart La the row, erery timber claim 
•woold have been a success, because the 
trees would have been cultivated at the 
right time to do them some good, and 
ie fanner would havo had something 
lor his work for the first two or three 
ears. Forest trees most grow close to- 
gether if they are to be fit for anything; 
f far apart, they grow bushy, like an 
apple tree. Each variety should be 
planted in separate rows, and small, 
roaug trees with- good roots should bo 


d. Replant the next year if replant- 


ing is necessary. Plant some quick 
growing kinds for firewood and slowei 
Crowing kinds for timber, like walnut, 
tab, oak and chestnut, but always such 
kinds as are adapted to your locality 
and soil, or you will have nothing for 
your work. " 


This last suggestion should be given 


careful attention, according to Tb* 
Farm Journal, in which it originally 
appeared and which adds the informa- 
tion that soils containing a good deal of 
sand and gravel suit the chestnut, bat 
it does not succeed on heavy clay lands. 
On heavier soils the oaks grow well ; 
also walnut and hickories. On either 
light or heavy soil, provided there is 
good natural drainage and lime or 
marl exists in the subsoil, the locust 
grows well and is a valuable timber. 
Some variety of the maples will adapt 
itaelf to almost any sort of soil, from a 
sand bank to a swamp, but the maples, 
as a rule, are not valuable to grow ex- 
cept for fneL On alluvial soils the elm, 
buttonwood, bur oat, linden, cotton- 
wood, willow and the like find their 
natural habitat Pines, spruces and ce- 
dars find their natural conditions under 
particular circumstances of soil — mois- 
ture, temperature and altitude. 


Another correspondent of the same 


journal thinks the white pine (Finns 
Btro>*us) the most profitable tree to 
grow on much of the waste land of 
the eastern and middle states, although 
he would encourage the growing of all 
other timber and nut trees on lands 
suitable for them. Few places are so 
high or low, so poor, rich or dry, that 
the white pine will not grow upon 
them. The Nebraska correspondent rec- 
ommends planting young trees, but 
this is not alw;-./8 n^d everywhere the 
best method. The cheapest and surest 
mcthou for masy kinds of trees i.s to 
grow them direct from the seeds, Mr. 
Lyman would plant the pine seed about 
as thick as we plant corn, so as to have 
no large, low limbs, but tall, smooth 
bodied, straight trees, and thin tiuiiu 
often, so as to keep the trees intended 
for timber rapidly growing. Several 
thousand acres of sandy barrens have 
been profitably planted to the pitch pine 
and white pine in Bristol and Plymouth 
counties, Hags. 


The white oak. white ash and hicko- 


ry, planted four feet apart each way, 
would early furnish 1,000 or perhaps 
2,000 hoop poles to the acre from the 
thinnings, and the later thinnings are 
very valuable timber. The rapid grow- 
ing cfieatuut is for some lands probably 
the most profitable tree to grow, as it 
is early fit for fencing acd railroad ties, 
and the larger trees for "finishing" and 
other lumber, saying nothing of its de- 
licious nuts. Good nut and sugar maplo 
orchards ought to be generally on every 
large farm for the nuts, sugar and tim 
ber. The red or black oak is a quick 
growing, vaJuable tree. 


For fenceposts nothing is so good as 


the locust, a, tree easily and quickly 
grown from seed on any farm, accord- 
ing to the journal quoted from.

low, afraid of taking cold, had greased 
his socks and toasted the grease into bis 
(eet through them, and while the toast- 
ing was going on he made regular and 
frequent trips to the jug.

How to Use Lime. 


The most convenient method of ap- 


plying lime to the soil is this: The fresh 
burned lime is drawn direct from the 
kiln and .spread on the field where it is 
to be used in small heaps two rod* 
apart ia eacJi direction. This divides the 
land into fortieths of an acre, and as 40 
bushels of lime is the standing quantity 
applied this gives one bushel to each of 
these heaps. In a few days the lima 
slakes dov.'n into a fine powder by ab- 
sorption of moisture from the air. It is 
quite unncesssary, indeed not desirable, 
to go to the trouble of covering the heap 
of lime wit* soil; the moisture of the 
air or from one shower of rain is suffi- 
cient to reduce the lime to a very flno 
powder, which is then xrery easily spread 
by a long handled shovel from each 
heap so as entirely to cover the ground. 
Forty bushels to the acre will jaat 
whiten the land all over, says a Country 
Gnntlcman correspondent.

DETECTED THE REPEATERS. 


Innocent Fishhooks Which Canoed Whole- 


ssUe Arrest of Votem. 


During the reconstruction times in 


Alabama, just after the late civil war, 
all of the state and county offices were 
administered by the Eepublicuas. This 
was from 1866 to 1874, when the Dem- 
ocrats again secured control of the gov- 
ernment and have held it ever since. 


The election of George S. Houston, a 


Democrat, as governor in 1874 was one 
af the hottest ever held in the state, and 
many were the tricks practiced on both 
rides in that election. Possibly the most 
uovel was a device put into operation at 
Mobile. Repeaters were common in 
thos? days, :uid this device was used by 
the D; ::;i cruts to catch the negroes, who 
bad ler-rue d sho repeating trick. All of 
the negroes voted the Republican ticket 
then. 


On tho election day mentioned the 


polling places were opened, and tho vot- 
icg creruncncM. Thf Democratic elec- 
tion ofiUws at the boxes had secured a 
stock of siuull fishhooks with which to 
cany cut their new plan. Whenever a 
negro voted, :m officer stuck a hook iti 
the vottr's vest front, where it could be. 
plainly seen. After having exercised his 
constitutional right of voting, "Cuffy" 
proceeded to another polling place aud 
sought to vote a second time. He was 
thereupon arrested and put in jail upon 
a charge of fraud. The scheme worked 
like a ehonn. By noon 175 negroes had 
been arrested and jailed. The whole- 
sale arrests so frightened the negroes 
who hud not voted that they refrained 
£rom goinp to the polls that day, and 
the Democrats won the election-—Chi- 
cago Times-Herald. 


The Whipping Post In Boston. 


Alice Morse Eurlc, in an article on 


"Punisbmems of Bygone Days," found 
in The Chapboob, after giving John Tay- 
!or tho Water Poet's rhymed descrip- 
tions of corporal punishment in London, 
Explains how rapidly fluggitig came into 
use in Boston:

At tho stssjcu ol 
(ho conrt held Nov. 30, Ifi.'iO, ono man 
was sentenced KI bo whipped for steal- 
ing a loaf of hri-ad, another for shooting 
(o\vl on th« Sabbath, another for swear- 
ing, another for leaving a boat "with- 
out a pylott."

done that BO appoarauew of blood 
could I* Mx-n. If 1>1<.H«J appeared iu 
auy meat which came on the table, 
the sight of it seamed entirely to 
destroy his appetite. (This was the 
man whon** ei)i-i'ii<a> delighted ia 
calling tim a batcher.) He enjoyed 
oysters aiid fruit, but these oould 
not be procured on an active cam- 
paign. He never ate mutton when 
be could obtain anything else, and 
fowl and gaise he abhorred. As ha 
used to express it, "I never could 
eat anything that goes on two legs.'' 
Evidently he could never have been 
converted to cannibalism. He did 
not miss much by declining to eat 
the chickens which were nicked up 
on a campaign, for they were usual- 
ly tough enough to create the sus- 
picion that they had been hatched 
from hard boiled eggs, and were so 
impenetrable that an officer said of 
one of them that be could not even 
stick his fork through the gravy. 
The general was fonder of cucum- 
bers than of anything else and often 
made his entire meal upon a sliced 
cucumber and a cup of coffee. He 
always enjoyed corn, pork and 
beans and buckwheat cakes. In fact, 
he seemed to be particularly fond of 
only the most indigestible dishes. 


When any fruit could be procured, 


it was placed on the table by way 
of helping to ornament it and after- 
ward used as dessert. Between the 
courses of the dinner the general 
would often reach over to the dish 
of fruit and pick out a berry or a 
cherry and eat it slowly. He used 
to do this in a sly way, like a child 
helping itself to some forbidden 
dish at the table and afraid of being 
caught in the act He said one day: 


I suppose I ought not to eat a 


course out of its turn, but I take the 
greatest delight in picking out bits 
of fruit and eating them during a 
meal. One of the reasons I do not 
enjoy dining out as much as I do at 
home is because I am compelled to 
sit through a long list of courses, 
few of which I eat, and to resist the 
constant temptation to taste a little 
fruit in the meanwhile to help pass 
away the time." Napoleon was fa- 
mous for eating out of tho various 
dishes before him with iiis fingers. 
General Grant's use of the fingers 
never went beyond picking out 
Email fruits. Ho was always refined 
in his manners at table, and no mat- 
ter how great was the hurry or 
what were the circumstances of tho 
occasion he never violated the re- 
quirements of true politeness. 


He ate less than any man in the 


army. Sometimes the amount ot 
food taken did not seem enough to 
keep a bird alive, and Lis meals 
were frugal enough to satisfy tLe 
tastes of the most avowed anchor- 
ite. It so happened that no one in 
the mess had any inclination to 
drink wine or spirits at meals, and 
none was carried among the mess 
supplies. The only beverage ever 
used at table besides tea and coffco 
was water, although on the march 
it was often taken from places which 
rendered it not the most palatable 
or healthful of drinks. If a staff offi- 
cer wanted anything stronger, he 
would carry some commissary whis- 
ky in a canteen. Upon .1 few occa- 
sions, after a hard day's ride in 
Btorrny weather, the general joined 
the officers of tho stall in taking a 
whisky toddy in tho evening. He 
never offered liquor of any kind to 
visitors at headquarters. His hos- 
pitality consisted ia inviting them 
to meals and to smoko cigars.

The late Jay Gould used to tell a 


good story of Mr. William M. Trav- 
ers. As Mr. Gould related it, ho de- 
scribed Mr. Travers' going clown 
town to a dog fancier's place in Wa- 
ter street, New York, in search of a 
rat terrier. Tho dog fancier scented 
the value of his possible customer at 
once and cheerfully dilated ^^pon the 
merits of tho different canines in 
stock. Finally he selected a ratter, 
assuring Mr. Travers that tho clog 
would go for a rut quicker than 
lightning. Mr. Travers was rather 
skeptical as he obsi-rvccl the shiver- 
ing pup, and the clog fancier no- 
ticing this said: 


"Hero, I'll uliow you how he'll go 


for a rat," and he put tho dog in a 
box with a big rat. Tho rat muclo a 
dive and laid out that unfortunate 
terrier in a second. Mr. Travers 
turned around to tho fancier and 
said:

Almost every artibt who 


draws a Thanksgiving or Christmus 
picture of a Puritan going to meet- 
ing gives him a gun with a muzzle 
like the end of a trumpet Now, the 
fact is that the bell mouth firearm 
was never a military arm among 
English speaking people at all, nor 
was such a weapon ever common 
either in this country or in England 
until about the middle of the last 
century, when it came into use for 
the defense of houses against bur- 
glars, for stagecoach guards and 
similar purposes. The blunderbusses 
which are common enough in the 
curiosity shops are almost without 
exception later than 1750, and many 
of them date only from the early 
part of this century. 


A large, bell mouthed gun was in 


use somewhat earlier on board of 
naval and other armed ships, but 
this was a heavy piece mounted on 
a swivel and used very much as the 
howitzer was later. 


Then as to the locks. Even some 


of our most distinguished writers 
seem to be completely at sea on this 
point. Ono Kew England writer, 
whom I will not name for fear of 
seeming disrespectful to a man de- 
serving of honor, wrote some time 
ago in a magazine article that some 
soldier in King Philip's war might 
have invented the flintlock by find- 
ing that an Indian flint arrowhead 
would make fire if inserted into the 
cock of his matchlock. Now, the 
soldier of 1 675 was given a match- 
lock, not because the military au- 
thorities were ignorant of guns 
which could make their own fire 
(wheel locks and gnaphaunces were 
in common use), but because the 
matchlock was considered better for 
ordinary use. More than this, if he 
bad thought of it, he would have 
known that his matchlock would 
not make fire with a flint. The flint- 
lock with which our war of inde- 
pendence WES fought requires a 
powerful blow to make the flint 
strike lire from the steel. This this 
matchlock did not have, nor did the 
pan cover open in such a way as tc 
make this possible. 


At the time of King Philip's war 


and for a long tnuc afterward the 
ordinary firt-arra for infantry was 
the matchlock musket. Those are 
plenty iu EurojX'an collections, but 
very rare in America. I have never 
seen one in any collection in this 
country. At lh«.' same time the srmji- 
haunce, a primitive form of tho 
flintlock, WUK quite extensively used 
by hunter*, and probably by the In- 
di;ai.=. who would naturally objevt 
to the match, which if kept lighted 
would betray its presence, especi;;)- 
ly atnis;iit. \Vheel looks were prob- 
ably used to homo extent by the 
earliest settlers, but it was always 
an exceptional arm and too costly to 
be generally used. By the time of 
King Philip's war it was rather old 
fashioned and not likely to have fig- 
ured much. In Springfield is a lino 
bronze statue of one of the early 
settlers, who is represented with a 
whee.l lock blunderbuss. This is, of 
course, possible- — any tiling is possi- 
ble. 
But if any wheel lock blunder- 


buss can bo found in any collection 
of Europe or this country I would 
like to see it. Boston Transcript.

It is still a disput- 
ed point among naturalist-* as to 
how this boring is cfiVcU'd. Some 
think that the molhisk secretes 
pome acid which softens the limo- 
stone, but others think that the 
holes art- bored by the simple me- 
chanical process of grinding. Tho 
prt'poixii'ViniiT of opinion appears to 
lie with the latter view at present, 
y<-t it is snid that uo one has yet 
lii-i-ji able 1o catch the Pholas at 
work.

A milkman's work begins at tho 


time when the rest of the world is 
going to bed, or in the neighborhood 


midnight. The greater quantity 


af the milk used in this city comes 
from the outlying districts of Long 
Island and is brought here in the 
familiar milk train. This arrives 
»t 2 o'clock, when it is met by the 
milkmen, who have spent the pre- 
rious hours in preparing the horses 
»nd wagons for the day's work and 
washing out the empty cans prepar- 
atory to having them sent back to 
the dairies for a fresh supply. In 
order to do this the milkmen gener- 
ally do their sleeping just before go- 
ing to work, although some of the 
men get their rest after they finish 
their routes in the morning. 


Every milkman has several hun- 


dred households to serve on his 
route, and, now that the bottle sys- 
tem has been almost universally 
adopted, the work is much easier 
than formerly. 
In previous years 


the milk was served to the waiting 
sressels with dippers, but at the pres- 
ent time there is hardly a milkman 
who has a route who does not use 
the quart and pint bottles. All the 
wagons are supplied, however, with 
milk in bulk for the few transient 
customers that are met with. 


Under the old system a dishonest 


milkman had many opportunities to 
gather in a small harvest for his 
personal use by the sale of milk, 
but with the bottle system, and 
avery bottle having to be accounted 
for either in cash or by ticket, he 
oas very little chance to add to his 
salary. 
Milk as a daily article 


jf consumption is use-i in nearly 
every household in the city, and 
with the exception of the poorer dis- 
tricts, where all purchases are made 
Sirectly from the shops, the family 
Is supplied by the milkman in his 
nightly rounds. 


The general custom is to put the 


empty bottles outside and have the 
| milkman take them away and leave 
full bottles behind. Although the 
ralue of tlie milk is small, it is this 
habit that causes the greatest trou- 
jble to the milkman. The bottles are 


j usually left entirely unguarded, and 


I the milk is continually being stolen.

Conductor T. K. Davis, 
engineer Charles Hartmao, fireman 
William McOleUan, and brakemen J. 
W. Wbalen and Charles Dorbln, who 
were In charge of the L. £. & W. 
freight train, and conductor Harper 
and engineer Lenhart and the other 
members of the engine and train 
crew who were in charge of the ill- 
fated passenger train, were sum- 
moned and each made his statement 
of facia concerning the wreck, in the 
presence of assistant general super- 
indent H. F. Blckell and division su-

& W. men to resume their duties as 
soon as possible, stating that he de- 
sired them to lose no time on account 
of the Investigation, and practically 
exonerating them, so far as be was 
concerned, from any responsibility 
for the accident.

fireman Handy, have all been exon- 
erated from any blame as to careless- 
ness or disregard of rules. All the

the rales in regard to crossings.. 


Assistant passenger agent Hloer 


says that the investigation disclosed 
the fact that the passenger train 
stopped 625 feet from the crossing, 
within the distance prescribed by law 
He said they laid no blame to their 
trainmen and believed they were In 
no way at fault. 


The statements of the trainmen of 


both trains were taken down by a 
stenographer. They will be placed 
in type-written form and submitted 
to the officials of the two roads, who 
will meet in confer eces in a few 
days.
